On thy pga , 
nid each of the memberi^'WT^ 
Union moat be wholly independent "in 
thdee nutters which concern Wb 
member only. On the other hand «11 
inoat be subjiiot to a commoo power in 
jthbae matara which concern the whole 
body of inembera ooUectively. A Fe- 
deral Commoowealth, then, in Its, per- 
jfect fiprm Is one which fontMi^ingle 
tstate in Itf iSslatioh ttf otâePmUonà, 
bot which consiBts of many stïtes with 
regard to Its internal government 

It Is here that wa reach that divl- 
sida of BMenUI. Governments into two 
classes ^hfcli^as been laid .down- by 
/most of th^ writers on the subject In 
I the' one ofus' the Federal Power, only 
the OoTemraehta of the several mem- 
bers of the'Unlon; ita powers consist 
simply in issuing requisitions to the 
State Governments, which when wlth- 
ilQ the proper limits of the Federal 
authority H is the 'duty of those Oo- 
vrrnments to carry oiit. In the other 
class the Federal Power will be In 
the strictest sense a Gtovernmont 
.which in the other class it can hardly 
be.' It will act" not only on the Go- 
jvornments of the several States but 
I directly on evoir citizen of those 
States. In short, It will be a Govern- 
ment co-ordinate with Ihoj State Go- 
vernments, sovereign in ttti own sphere 
OS - they are sovereign In their sphere. 
^ It does not seem needful' to attend 
jvery closely to the distinction: between 
jtheHe' tn'o claBses of Federations. In 
many of the ancient Leagues It is evi- 
dent that on the one band the Lcajjue 
formed a single state In the face of all 
other" stotos,- and that on tho ' other 
hand the Independence oL t|ie. Be.veral 
members waa strictly prèsorved. 

Forms of goyémment'may be classi- 
fied according to -many, different prin- 
ciples. . A Federal coiàmpnweàlth may 
be either aristocratic' or democratic; 
or some of Its members may bo arls- 
tocratic and othera democratic. Those 
AriBtocraQiés and Democracies again 
may exhibit either tho Absolute or the 
Constitutional typo of their own 
classes. Though Federal States have 
commohly been republican, there is 
nothing theoretically ' absurd la the 
Idea ' br à Federal Monarctiy. Federa- 
tion la Essentially a compromise; U la 
Eomothlug intermediate hetwcen two 
extremes. A Fedçr^l Government is 
most likely to bo formed when tUo 
quesMon ulacs whether, sevoral snvall 
Btatea. shall rémain DerfQctJy Ijidepen- 
denltVor ^bU bo consolidated" . Into, a 
single great state. ' . 

In tracing btls Federal Principle 
jthrough history although we,- find 
many cases, of this form of Govorn- 
I ment we find four great examples 
that stand out in four different stages 
of the w-orld. Of these four one bo- 
lotifis to what is usually known "an- 
jclent," unotber to what Is commonly 
: called "mediaeval" history, a Uiird 
tirOHQ In' the period of transition bo- 
CohUnued from Page Four.

by EngjïBb people. 

The great difficulty Is that thpre is 
no longstanding grand opera traditions 
Hn this country. it followb that It 
must be a matter of a few years before 
wo can arrive at that acmo of per- 
fection which '1b our goal. 

It la however, no Exaggeration to say 
that tbe ensemble at Covont Garden 
to.day Is as good as any other in the 
world. It Is already of that high qual- 
ity which makes for perfecUbn. . 
Sir Themes Beeohsm's Genius. 
To Sir Thomas BeOcbàm alone is this 
due. He is. not only a magnificent 
musical oonduoton, but also a great 
artist In production. His genius is 
uulqua^and thanks to, his, energy tbe 
future of EngUah opera is 'assured. 

In order io strengtl^én our east, we 
propose to bring & few; remarkable 
artists from aa>road wbo will 'sing in 
BngUSh. There Is at present in Italy 
a young Bngilsb singer of great prom- 
ise — her we have secured, as also wo 
have a yOung British tenor. 

But tbe public should remember that 
a.work of art la made by the ensemble, 
and not by the Individual s'Ingers. With 
tbe exception of two, or three artists

Italian 
and German: some one who bad studied 
art and was conversant with the prin- 
ciples of design; and If possible a col- 
lego graduate. Beghintag with this, 
the art director's plan gradually ex- 
panded into a project fori a genera 
irbrary for bis firm, wblob should serve 
all departments and preserve eueb tilua- 
tratlons, pamphlets, books, pcriodloals 
and textile saraplea an might accumu- 
Jato. This added another qualification 
to those desired In the candidate, for 
I the position -required a thorough knowl. 
edge of tbe .library and mitseum and in- 
lonuatlonat roa.purcea of tho city in 
which the headquartera of the firm 
were located. A first-rate worker was 
desired, and the concern was willing to 
pay aocordlngly. 

The above Is but one sample of the 
opportunities which are opening to 
members of the. library profession. 
Countlees business bouses to-day find 
It necessary to melntaln libraries of 
their own. Their finanoLU dealings 
and research pro1)lenu, aa well as the 
ncedd of their adminlstraVion, require 
that they have prompt acpesa to ac. 
curato and reliable Information bear- 
ing upon whatever- work Is in band. 
The Federal Reserve Board and seme 
of the Federal lieservo 'banks, for ex- 
ample, maintain business and financial 
Jtbrarles. - The Opneral Electris Com- 
pany, tbe OeneraH Motors Corporation, 
the Studebaker Company and thé Am- 
ericas Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany have extensive libraries. Tbe New 
Jersey Zlno Company malAtains a sys- 
tenl of llbrarlea, one fA Its ibe«d4ttiarters 
in Kerw-Tork. City,aad others at its 
plaats in Feoasylvaala and Illinois. 
Thoroughly equipped workers are need, 
ed for conduettng all such libraries. 
These persons mast have a good gfc. 
oral education an^ tbe téqbafca] trala. 
ing provided -by a library geheol 1s 
order to do effective worfc. 

SuppîeBientlag such libraries as those 
mentioned aft>ove, and olosely related 
to thom Is, of course;' tbe'^i^bltà library 
proper, whtoh to-day Is éuMlTjdAA into 
apeoUlized sections dealing with busU 
neas, tedhnology, mantrfactnrlng aad 
similar sufbjects, as well as with history, 
literature and those topics which bave 
been proverbially looked, upop aa the 
library's chief asset. Some public 
libraries ]lav^ for example, special 
business branches located In the heart 
of the business districts of their com 
miunlUes, where there are kept financial 
booiks, trade Journals, governmMt pub. 
Ucatlons conoemlng commerce, ° pllp. 
pings ihavlijg to do with new. develop 
mente In the business world, and often 
graphic illustrations of new business 
methods and achievements. This, ef 
course, is oqly one part of tbe wOij|< of 
the general library, it bas.- a p^llaJ 
function to-day because it Is looted 
upon as a help to the scfhoob. <Teaoh«ra 
and atudents to.4ay in tibe high sohools 
and colleges cannot aecompllsh miucb 
vlthout the beat library eqiilpmebt, 
whether this bà in the form of a collec- 
tion in a special library building, a de- 
partment in the school itseU, or ar- 
raagemenls for npooial use of colleotlons 
by the general library. The cullege 
library .is, of course, sni. establlshjd In- 
eUUition/ln whlcb many, p.entons take 
I^ffi^Hwbo wish to .work In tbo edu- 
eaUrauFfleld, but .who do hot liave a 
taste W teaching. 

In ?the period of the. war, the United 
Btates government made extensive and 
highly profitable use. of library work- 
ers — In fact of the eoven so-o^lled 
welfare agencies the Amerioan Library 
Assoolntlbn was the only ot^e .whiob re- 
presented a thoroughly professional 
tr,»n8port services cr . faxerCni nim 
body. The llhrarisjia who conducted 
camp and antty hospital llbrarloi in tho 
United states, who served In the trans- 
port service, and who went overseas to 
the base ports, areas of occupation, and 
Library War «ervrce headqu'cxtorj In 
l-'aris, were abb to take up their work 
immediately and without prjllndn.iry 
experiment, because It was to them a 
matter of everyday professional activ- 
ity. Millions of books were placed at 
tho disposal oi tho men In camps and 
hospitals, and oven in tibe lines, 'The 
work thus done was reçognlzed as hav^ 
ing an Important bearing upon ihs 
morale of the troops. ' '

Before entertng on tV.;i' great do- 
velopmtnt of the Fedei.ii piinrlple 
which marka the la»t ataxe of Inde- 
pendent Greece It may be well to 
■peak briefly of certain leu perfect 
•pproschea to a Federal ayatem which 
nay b« seen In the earlier days of 
Grectan hlatory. 
c^arbaps It would be beat flrat of 
to, make clear a miaUke which 
iny philoaophlcal apecqlators on 
]P>vomment have been led Into; that 
Greece Itaelf. aa a whole oUfbt to be 
ranked as an InR'tf.ice of Federal 
Union. 

The body which bus been often mla> 
tjfkv^ for a Federal Council of Greece 
la the famous Council of the Ampbic- 
lyona at Delphi. It la certain that 
blonysluB and not uatlkcly that Ci- 
cero BupiNWcd this Council to be poe- 
eeasod with powern, more exteniivo 
than it ever poaaossed. Tbe error 
cut their |»|rt was natural. ' Tbe later 
\hl8tor}' of Indepocdent Qreeci wan 
conaplcuouy by a history of Federa- 
tion, 'and it wsa cany to caro' back 
t^e->QollUcal ideas of the llnios with 
which they were mont famlliur into 
days In nbicb those Idoan were cer- 
tainly unknown. The old notions as 
to tha nature of the Amphictyonlo 
^ounoll and the relations of tbe Greek 
Btatea to one nnoihcr may now be set 
down aa an exploded mistake. It was 
not a pblitical, but a rellElous body. 
. It repretteoled Greece as ah Eccleeiaa- 
(Ical Synod represented Cbristenijom, 
not as a Swiss Diet or an American 
Concrcee rcprencntH the Fédération of 
wblcb It la the rommon législature. 
- The great cut and most civilized 
of Greece were precisely' those w^ich 
clave most strenuously to the priiiciple 
of distinct town-autonomy. The ap- 
proaches to Fcdcrul (iovrrQineat ap- 
pear only among tbe more backward 
portions of the nation. In fact some 
ttjfti^ of approach to a Federal Union 
nitltk- bave' been rather common than 
oiliithrisé In those parts of Greece li^ 
wbielrtbe city system was never fultV 
davaJoped. Among uucb tribes au 
ii|i|.irbt)clatlll iéd Alcernlans wo bavo 
distinct e\1deDce that seme sort o! 
Federal V»ton really did exist but of 
their constitutions we know nothini;. 
At bast we have only a few schaps 
bilwi^n^ to later times. Of the 
Pbociak League nearly al our know- 
iedga comes from an incidental men- 
tion- of 'Pausanlas who describes the 
baHiUnK. the Pbokikln, ^here the 
Federal body used to assemble.

Ambassadors war* 
lent by the Federal body and as In 
the Achalan League It would have 
been held to be a breach of the Fede- 
ral tlo U any etaifla city bad aatared 
on diplomatie {«tareoorse with othar 
powara. Aa la Achaia too there 
stood at the ■ bead of the Leacue a 
General with high authority. 

There aeems every reason to bellme 
that tbeso PhoUaa and Acamasl»n 
conitltntlons were fUrly entitled .to 
the name of Federal (hn'ernments. In 
tbe stricter aanM. Thf dlffléulty, is 
to decide bow fàr back the strict Fe- 
deral form really dated from and how 
fur it was introduced in aftertlmea in 
Imitation- of the great Achalan model. 

Theae two Leaguea migh*. be taken 
as examples of some of the other early 
Leacties sueb aa Epelros, Boetla, 
Tbeaaly, Ionia, Olyntbos, Arkado. etc. 
both in tbefr inflaenea and their con- 
aUtntloa. 

As wa have cleared off these minor 
examples wo ira in a position to enter 
upon the first great development of 
the Fedrral principle which tbe world 
ever beheld and forms the main centre 
of the last one hundred and fifty yeara 
of Old Greek independence. 

In reading earlier blBtory of 
Greece w« read for the moat part little 
more than the history of Athens, 
events rhronlclod by Athenian his- 
torians and illustrated by the works 
of Athenian philosophers, orators and 
poets. In turning to the Greece of 
Polybios we obtain a different point 
of view, and perhaps get a elaaror 
Idea of the great l^cague. 

Before the growth or tbe Macedon- 
ian power Achaia thru contained 
twelve cities united liy some sort ol 
Federal Ue. Although it went through 
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rit}' make peace or wi^r, or loiih-.u: - 
alon Avbaaaadpra to, foralp powers. 

The Adiaiaa Csn^mqtloix nUgtat be 
i^Iod ar^tperaUo .ratb^ tbM déoto- 
c^tlc. tbla proKibly is due to ox- 
tent of . terri tor}'. The Asarrably waa 
held, in a distant cit^' twice each year 
and only those with money could at- 
tend a.frording the tfavelllng expenses 
and the lo^s of time. - In this respect 
it is contrasted to the Athenian Lea- 
sue which waa held threo Umea each 
month in Athena and where the poor 
man received a fee aa n recompense 
for the loss of tine. Although the 
Asaembly of Achaia was aristocratic 
it waa aot allgarthic. 

The Cabinet Council of the President 
was coinp<f ed of ten ministers, called 
by various names. The number ten 
evldenUy points to the reduced num- 
ber of tbe old Achalan towns after 
the loss of Uelike and Glenà> although 
there are arguments given by some, 
to refute this aa the office of Minister 
aa well as the Presidency was open 
to every citizen of the League. 

lu diplomatic matters there waa 
Joint acUon of the Assembly, but In 
military affairs the case waa differ- 
ent." The Ten were purely a civil 
magistracy tbe General was its mill- 
Ury chief. The Sovereign People 
declared war and concluded peace;

Alongside of tbe I^gue of Achaia 
there existed during nearly the whole 
time of ita being a rival Union differ- 
ing from it but slightly In , con^tl^u- 
tlonal forms, eaual or superior toilt 
in military power. 

The.League of Aetolia preceded that 
of Acbaiar in assuming the character 
Of a chainplon of Greece against for- 
eign Invaders. Had the constitutions 
of these Leagues 'have' been written 
down in the- shape of a formal docu- 
ment they wotild have presented but

AetCa were alike. Fede- 
ral BtiiteB, Doraocracles in theory, also

Federal CoisUtuUoB. 
It must have ^eeo in the course of 
these years, during which tbe Leapie 
was growing up Ip peaceful obscurity 
that the Federal Confititution waa 
formed which afterwards extended 
over so largo a portion of Greece. No 
definite form of constltulloa can be 
bat) such as tbe Declaration of Intle- 
pendoace to act aa a decisive autho- 
rity for inquiry. " Our idoai inust be 
fori^aed .from such writers as Polybios, 
Plutarch,^ Pausanias #hd Strabo. 

The whole constitution of the Lea 
gue was Democratic. The soveretini 
power yras vested ^lè -i ï.opular As- 
sembly In- wblcb'- every 'free citizen 
had' an' equal right to attend, 'speak 
und vote. The people alone exacted 
laws, elected magistrates, contracted 
alliances, declared war and peace. 

Tbe con8tituUon^w|u^Bt|ieUy Fede- 
ral. Every city ^raain^^f distinct 
state sovereign for "all 'purposes not 
Inconéisteat f\Ux tba blgb'r ;aover- 
eignty of the Fe^erati^B, rataining its 
local Assembltas and Magistratas and 
ordering all exclusively local affairs 
without any IntarftrtBca from the cen- 
tral power. Although each city bad

Before proceeding to thé Confede- 
rations of tho Swiss Cantons it raifeht 
be well to note tho workings of this 
principle in tho Italian peninsular. 
Although there was a close relation 
between Greece and Rome there is no 
direct chain of cause and - effect "ctm- 
pepUng them as an- unli^rruptc'd con- 
tinuation, the way mediaeval and mo- 
dern history is connected, with the 
history of the Republic and Empire 
of Rome. In the course of Roman 
,|hlBtoiy we flod glimpaea "which are 
(fiilta epougbvto conylnco ub that a 
^WêSÊ^J^Ê^ tp Federal Ideas was 
OW^^W'ëkrty time, by more than 
one Italian people, such as Htruscans, 
Samarites, Hermiana and Volsciana, 
while the Thirty Cities of Latum we're 
united lily a Ue which came nearer 
still to. our conception of a true Fe- 
dttral àovemment. 

Tbe Roman Comrooi^wealth bad no 
Federal Constitution at any period of 
Its authentic history. As a Latin city 
independent of the Latin League it 
may even have o.wed its origin and its 
greatnesa to secession from a Federal' 
Union. Rome had certain Federal 
elements wlilcb perhaps were a cause 
of her greatness. 

We see signs' again in the beginning 
of the eleventh, century and to tho Iqst 
half of the twelfth of Italy's attempta 
at Coiifedoratibn. The city of lililnn, 
bolnfi the object of hostility of Pro- 
derich Barbaroasa had ' tho honor as 
«^ell'as tho foresight to bring about 
the first Lbinbard' League. Originally 
Iho League 'cdbsisted of ' seventeen 
cities and the Marquato of Maiaspiua, 
In 1176 the army of tho League won 
the victory of Leguano and seven 
years later tlicy obUined their own 
condlllonu of peace by tho treaty of 
Constance. It lasted down t othe be- 
ginning of the • •fourteenth ' century 
when the great family of the Viacenti 
overgrowing all other influences 
changed the consular und elective go- 
vcromont ihto a diical and hereditary 
power. ' : -■ -, ■ ■ ' •
